The specification on pages 13-14, Examples 1 and 2 shows the criticality 
of the claimed composition wherein the phosphor is uniformly distributed 
throughout the composition by initial curing prior to partial curing, or B-staging. 
Example 1 representative of the closest prior art to Japanese Patent 
No. 52-15539 shows a non-uniform distribution of phosphor via only B-staging.

Example 2 representative of the claimed product-by-process exhibits uniform 
distribution by the claimed initial partial curing and B-staging.
